Green Bay. in attempting to provide 


space for new industries by purchasing land 
on its outskirts, has run into trouble with 
its suburbs and there are reports that the 
Quinn law under which the city acted may 
be challenged in the courts. Green Bay's 
problem will be of interest to all other 
cities in Wisconsin, especially those like 
Appleton which also have purchased land 
under the Quinn act.

running up agaznst is national in scope: :t

I: :? obvious that the development of 


suburban areas in the vicinity of growing 
cit:es results in problems which must be 
solved .:" :here is to be a successful com- 
munity. Under most state laws cities are 
helples- :o do much more than complain 
about ".he conditions. Annexation in Wis- 
cons.r. :s pretty much a matter for the 
people in the suburbs to decide. They are 
in a position to surround a city and thus 
shut it off from further growth. 


Usually, however, the satellite munici- 


palities soon find that they are also suffer- 
ing from their attempts to go it alone, and 
finally annexation results. This result can 
be observed in the history of any large 
city. But the process is so slow that fre- 
quently great damage has been done to 
both the city and the suburban area be- 
fore annexation results. 


Two methods of meeting the problem 


have been followed. In Virginia and Texas 
the annexation laws are such that cities 
have little trouble annexing adjoining prop- 
erty. In most states, however, the suburban 
areas have the final word on annexation. 
To overcome the strong prejudice many 
suburbs have against annexation, metro- 
politan governments have been set up in 
some areas. The metropolitan government 
becomes a super-government controlling 
certain functions which are recognized as 
relating to all municipalities in the com- 
munitv. 


The Metropolitan Area Problems A' 


c>:d D:gcs:. which is published by the Gov- 
ernment Affairs Foundation of New York, 
reviews some of the efforts at metropolitan 
government in its current issue. The fact 
that there is a foundation devoted to the 
study of this problem and a publication on 
the subject is enough to suggest the wide 
interest in the subject. 


The widespread area in which cities are 


struggling with this problem is indicated by 
the fact that such widely separated cUies 
as Toronto. Canada, and Miami. Fia.. have 
adopted forms of metropolitan government. 
Toronto, which has been under metropoli- 
tan government for four years, reports that 
it has found a "realistic and practical an- 
swer to the problems which confront metro- 
politan areas where local autonomy is jeal- 
ously guarded and local opinion is opposed 
to annexation and amalgamation." 


'"Metro." as the Toronto super-govern- 


ment is called, is charged with providing 
such services as water supply, sewage dis- 
posal, arterial highways, financing of hos- 
pital grants and children's aid societies, 
the provision of homes for the aged, metro- 
politan police, air pollution control, control 
of licenses and many other sen-ices includ- 
ing financing of the educational system. 


"Metro" also is charged with the prepa- 


ration of an official plan, not only for the 
metropolitan Toronto area which includes 
13 municipalities, but also for the surround- 
ing region which extends 10 miles in all di- 
rections from the Metro perimeter. "This 
regional planning obligation." says the 
chairman of the Toronto Metropolitan coun- 
cil, "is obviously for the purpose of prevent- 
ing improper development in fringe areas 
which gave us so much difficulty in the 
past." 


Suburban folks who are so much con- 


cerned about cities extending their borders 
should note how the Toronto suburbs react 
once they come under the super-govern- 
ment. IVo more fringe areas for them — not 
within 10 miles at least 


Americans and Their History 


There is a procession of grim news in 


the day's headlines, and as in many other 
critical stages in our national life, some of 
the positive gams and advances are shaded 
and subordinated by the greater drama of 
trouble. 


The astonishing resurgence of popular 


interest in American history, for example, 
must surely be regarded by the thoughtful 
citizen as one of the cultural advances of 
the era. American book publishers have 
found a spectacular market for serious and 
adult books on the history of America and 
Americans, a surge of popular curiosity 
about the American past that has perhaps 
been matched at no other time in our na- 
tional lifetime. This may be an unconscious 
expression of "nationalism," a response to 
the instinctive recognition of the average 
man that American values and American in- 
stitutions are threatened seriously for the 
first time by the onrush of totalitarianism 
in the world. 


Whatever is the cause, the result is a 


good one. It is obviously one of the signifi- 
cant social footnotes to our times that Mori- 
son and Commager and Kevins and Catton 
among the moderns, and Parkman and Ban- 
' croft and others among the historical schol- 
ars of the last century, are now displayed 


ATI Unfair Traffic Law 


V\"hen Paul H. St. Arnaud appeared in a 


Milwaukee court on a drunken driving 
charge he was quite unconcerned until the 
police began to tell the judge what a fine 
fellow he was. 


The police testimony was that St. 


Arnaud had smelled only moderately of 
liquor, was polite and orderly after his car 
had struck a semitrailer truck. The police 
opinion was that while he was intoxicated 
he was not flagrantly so. 


The judge suggested that the case might 


be reduced to reckless driving. St. Arnaud 
and his attorney. John L. Doyne. pro- 
tested against any such kindness on the 
pan of the court. 


"Xo. Xol" cried Doyne. and then he ex- 


plained. St, Arnaud had already lost six 
points under the drivers license point sys- 
tem. A reckless driving conviction would 
cost six more, and his license would be 
suspended for a year. In that case he could

Something of the same sort, we would sug- 
gest, is at the root of the popular impetus 
for Westerns and the western and frontier 
history revival. It is nostalgia and romance. 
Men took risks on the frontier. There is an 
emotional 
satisfaction, 
and a reassur- 


ance, in the memory of the times when 
other Americans faced dangers and sur- 
vived them.

This book is 
interesting 


because what it really does 
is analyze the art of per- 
suasion and explores the 
techniques, the object being 
not only to influence Amer- 
icans to accept public re- 
lations as a noble arc like 
the ministry of the law. but 
also to stabilize the profes- 
sion so that those who earn 
their livelihods a little off 
beat, will be stricken in their 
consciences by their evil 
conduct and will 
behave.
